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PREFACE 


This volume, continued in the next three volumes, contains the 
pleas for the county of Northumberland recorded in the De Banco 
Rolls for the early years of the reign of Edward I, when that series 
begins, as distinct from the Curia Regis Rolls of earlier date and 
from the contemporary Coram Rege Rolls. The source used is the 
selection made for the Library of Alnwick Castle, which has been 
kindly lent to the Society by the present Duke of Northumberland, 
but the entries have in these volumes been translated in the abbre¬ 
viated form which is used in the original to meet the necessities of 
common form.
